Chairman

Continued Discussion of the Lapse and Revival Provision: Judge Lee briefly gave an overview
of the of the Guideline’s current lapse and revival provision, and then opened the floor so that
Commission members could share any thoughts/ideas that they have regarding a potential
modification of the current provision. The continued discussion included:

e 10-year window/look back period at the time an individual is released from prison, as
opposed to the end of their supervised release

e Technical violations while on supervised release vs. new offense arrest

e The impact of criminal history score on the lookback period

Judge Lee stated that the Lapse and Revival Provision will be discussed further at the next
Commission meeting.

Judge Lee informed the Commission members that the next virtual Commission meeting will be
November 16, 2021.
